He is the presid- 
ing genius of a $5,000 soda fountain, and 
what ho docs not know about soft drinks is 
at yet undiscovered. 


"The soda water business is better than a 


gold mine this year," said he. "Never be- 
fore have carbonated beverages been so pop- 
ular. 
See that man there filling up on 


Vichy water? That1* his tenth glass for to- 
day. You see tho carbonic acid habit geta 
as firm a hold on its victim as does the alco- 
hol habit or smoking. Not generally known, 
but it's a fact. If we once succeed in luring 
a man within onr doors he's gone for the sea- 
son. This it is that mokes the business good 
this year. Heretofore we've only had the 
women. They're all right, but speaking can- 
didly, they dont lilw to spend much money 
on such intangible stuff as froth. It's differ- 
ent with the men. Take that young fellow 
who has just called for a phosphate and egg; 
this liquor will cost him $3 or $3 dally, so 
he regards fifty cents worth of soda water as 
a mere bagatelle. His sister now, I'll war- 
rant, thinks herself extravagant if sho drinks 
one, or expends one-half of that sum on sum- 
mer beverages. It is peculiar to .notice the 
way in which a man accustoms himself to 
tho soda habit Take tho steady consumers 
of mineral water for example. They will 
commence on a gloss a day, nominally for 
the sake of their digestion, ond end by cosr- 
ing into the store every chance they get. 


BIO MONET IN IT. 


"Much money in it? Yes, young man, on 


income that would make the owners of some 
first class hotel bars turn green with envy. 
Ono of the large drug stores pays its rent and 
clerk hire out of tliu jiruflls from its soda 
fountain, and has a large balance left. One 
thousand two hundred glasses per day is per- 
haps the best business done in this city. This 
includes all sorts of soft drinks and half a 
dozen semi-hard ones, as soda witb*a dash of 
spirits of some kind in it. It's sat? to say, I 
think, that lOO.flOO people in this city pa- 
tronize a soda fountain every day of the! 
lives. This must be so, because there an 
over 600 fountains in this city kept busy 
during the worm weather months. Of course 
the number of thooll-the-year-round foun 
tains is much less. 


"Soda water, as you may happen to know 


is nothing but pure water heavily chorget 
with carbonic acid gas. 
When properly 


made it is tho best and healthiest hot weather 
drink known. This is when it is taken plain 
as it comes from the fount. When mixed 
with syrups of greater or lesser degree ol 
purity its effects on tho system is a matter of 
doubt. 


'•There is a lot of hocus-pocus about the 


business. Watch that blonde junior of mine 
draw the glass of vanilla and ice cream he's 
3xing for that 3 o'clock young lady. First 
o put in tho glass an ounce or so of syrup, 


heavy, rich looking stuff, then he dashes 


thimbleful of cream, then a dab of ice 


cream, and now watch him manipulate the 
faucet; he's an expert, is that young man; 
you observe, the maximum of fizzy and foam 
with the minimum of soda. There isn't in 
that large glass, that will hold two-thirds of 
a pint, over two gills of soda water. But the 
'oara is there, rich creamy foam that looks 
mrd enough to stand alone and thick enough 
to eat with a fork. 


X HIOH, OREAMT FOAM. 


"This effect does not all come from the dis- 


loosing. Good syrups are made in this way: 
To the mixture of plain sugar and water, 
clarified with sizing of some sort, is added on 
intisoptic to keep the stuff from fermenting. 
This is usually salicylic acid, which is a very 
;ood thing for the purpose. Next the flavor- 
ng extract is mixed with the syrup. Tho 
other ingredient is a small percentage of a 
reparation sold by the dealers called 
foam.' This is nothing more than clarified 


arable dissolved in water, clean muci 


age, in fact The object of this is to give 
wdyto the mixture of soda and syrup, so 
hat bubbles of gas raised on the surface of 
;he liquid will not subside. This practice is 
all right, because tho public demand a rich, 
creamy foam, and it is to bo obtained hi no 
itherway. But it doubles the profit on a 
glass of soda water 


"To satisfy on absurd prejudice crushed 
ruit syrups have come In vogue. We take 


lot of fresh berries—strawberries, black- 


berries, raspberries, or whortleberries—and 
crush 'em and mix the mass with syrup. A 
modicum of this is ladled into a gloss, which 
s filled with soda. A more insipid mixture 
cannot be imagined. 
The flavor of fresh 


'ruit is too delicate to be retained under such 
circumstances, and the essential oils used in 
making the essenoes from which regular 
syrups are concocted ore fully as healthful, 
when used, as they are, in small quantities, 
as are the juices of fresh fruit 


"Tho application of a spoonful of ico cream 


to a glass of soda has proved the most suc- 
cessful innovation of years. Never before, 
•inco 1SS3, when first used this way, has soda 
water with a floating island in the center of 
the glass been so popular. It has a sngges- 
ion of 'a hot oyster with every drink1 about 
t that is captivating. It seems to be a 
tonus and that's taking. Convince the people 
bat they're getting something for nothing 
and you'll have 'em around you in flocks, 
'ho ice cream used for this purpose is flavor- 
ess, and as a little of it goes a great way in 
a glass of soda, tho chestnut paragrapher to 
the contrary notwithstanding, n skillful dis- 
Ksnsor con sell -the mixture for five cents a 
;lass, although almost all the downtown 
daces charge either eight or ten cents."— 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Livelihood In the City. 


In a great metropolis Hire New York, the 


methods by which people earn a livelihood 
are immensely varied. 
An old man who 


;oos about from house to house begging for 
Id tin cans says be makes a very good living 
>y rolling out the sheets and then printing 
mall signs on them. A New Yorker makes 
an income of $10,000 to $15,000 a year as a 
broker of manufacturing buildings and sites. 
Perhaps the oddest trade is that of the man 
who goes around to the ragpickers and buys 
from them all the perfect paper bogs which 
they gather. Paper bags are so cheap when 
new that it would seem impossible that any 
one could make a living from buying and 
selling second hand ones. The demand for 
them, however, is very great among the 
small fruit stands which are to be found in 
all of the principal streets. 
These fruit 


dealers, by the way, generally have a secret 
arrangement with employes in the bag stores, 
by which they get a generous supply of paper 
bogs In exchange for fruit This accounts 
for the fact that on almost every fruit stand 
can be seen an assortment of bags bearing 
the imprint of drygoods, grocery and other 
houses.—New York Tribune.

WOOLEN WORKERS' WAGES. 


The Mills mil's Passage Would Meu 


Certain and Sweeping; Redaction. ' 


The free traders insist that the MU 


bill does not reduce the duty below 45.4 
per cent. That may be the average rate 
left after making the proposed changes 
but that is not the average rednctloi in 
the articles that are mentioned in the 
measure. 
Some articles are left nn 


touched, some are added to the free list 
white others are greatly reduced. Thi 
fair way is to ask what the reduction 
amount to, and it will be found that they 
aro at least 60 percent. Suppose that the; 
deprive tho manufacturers of 50 per cent 
of their increased price, it is evident tha 
the wage earners must suffer to that ex 
tent. This will leave the protection on 
woolens when domestic competition " 
allowed for, at about 15 per cent. How 
will this affect the wage earners? It wil 
not cover tho difference between the cos 
of wages hero and abroad. 
A wool dyer 


in New York receives $1.10 a day, and an 
English dyer receives ninety-two cents. 
The difference is 20 per cent.; 15 per cent 
would not cover it. 
A New York finisher 


is paid $i.2o a day; a British (inisher re 
ceives eighty-seven cents, a difference o' 
48 per cent. 
A New York loom fixer re 


ceives $3 10 and his British competitor re 
ceives $1.33,a diffcrtmc-eof 02 percent. In 
somo states the wag-on are still higher. In 
Pennsylvania, for example, a loom fixer 
receives $2.67. In Missouri a finisher hai 
$2. In Delaware a dyer has if 3 
In Delft 


ware mule spinnera receive $331; in 
Great Britain they receive 88 cents, a dif 
ference of 182 per cent. In Great Britain 
weavers receive 88 cents a day, and the 
lowest wages paid to weavers in this 
country are paid In New Jersey, where 
they receive $1, but the difference here is 
20 per cent. In the case of children anc 
young people the difference is greater. 


Now it is evident that the proposed 


changes in the Mills bill will so reduce the 
rates of duty that they will not cover the 
difference in the cost of labor of this conn 
try and Great Britain. These simple cal- 
culations must convince the operatives in 
thfc woolen mills that they cannot afford 
to vote for a party that wUl deprive them 
of their wages.

Formidable Disease* In Mexico. 


Without doubt men of a money making 


turn might, with perseverance, acquire from 
the Indians knowledge of the mysterious 
herbs with which they cure, radically, somo 
of those formidable diseases which baffla the 
greatest physicians of the world. 
From 


Chiapas and Tabasco up to Spnora and Chi- 
huahua, the Indians make good use of tha 
herbs of the field and forest The Indians 
who live around the little hill called the 
Penol, near this city, can cure intermittent 
fevers much more easily than our physicians, 
and, in the state of Queretaro, the Indians 
have a remedy, known only to themselves, 
and the secret of which they most jealously 
guard, which cures the worst forms of blood 
diseases, as many foreigners hero con testify. 


Bo cunning are these Indians that they 


employ, as I am told, a medicine which has 
the property of paralysing temporarily the 
sense of taste, and thus their patients can 
get no clew to the nature of the herbs they 
are taking. Malaria yields quickly to the 
powerful remedies of the Indians, and these 
same rude practitioners will cure bad cases 
of typhus fever. In the treatment of tho 
smallpox the Indians are very successful, 
placing their patients in dark rooms, but 
permittfeiR currents of air to be continually 
passing over the body of the patient, while 
some herbal remedy Is continually adminis- 
tered. That the Indians of tho country 
towns and of the little hamlets up in the 
Sierras ore healthy is plainly to be seen. 
They live often to an incredible age, and 
say themselves that the white man is a sickly 
fellow who has gray hair while their own is 
still cool black. 


A recent patient of the Qneretaro Indians 


said the remedy administered to him by the 
Indians seemed to take hold of him in every 
port of his bodjvand that for twenty days 
he was kept covered up and sweating pro- 
fusely. It seemed to him that they were 
getting his blood "washed out" and every 
organ of his body cleansed. At the end of 
the prescribed time he was toH that he was 
cured, and so found himself beyond any 
doubt. Many of the herbs used by the In- 
dians are declared by them to be of great 
value owing to their scarcity, and it is cer- 
tain that they cherish them anri will not 
fart with thom for a nong. • Even educated 
physicians here employ remedies not known 
in the United States. The homoeopaths use 
the po&bn of certain venomous snakes and 
the -active principle of poisonous native 
plants. It is possible that science will yet 
make good use of the weed with which In- 
dian poisoners take away the wits of their 
•Mries. A little of this powder in your 
soup, and-away goes your intellect and rea- 
son. On the principle that "like cures like" 
it may be that in this baleful weed there is 
a remedy for some forms of insanity, for wo 
know very well that the treatment of brain 
trouble is in its infancy, so to say.—Mexico 
Cor. Boston Herald. 


Temptations of tlio Teller. 


The big bonks down town with which ex- 


tensive brokers and merchants deal do an 
enormous amount of business every day. A 
great deal of this business is by checks and 
drafts and tho balances to be paid to settle 
the debits and credits are fixed every morning 
at the clearing house. But with all the checks 
and drafts, the paying tellers in these banks 
handle fortunes in cosh every day that they 
are at their windows attending to business. 
Aside from the amounts which they pay out 
between 10 and 8 o'clock, there is always 
a large cash fund held in reserve for contin- 
gencies that may arise suddenly and unex- 
pectedly. It is nothing extraordinary for a 
paying teller to handle from $1^,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 of cosh in a day. 


When the doors -of the bank closed the 


paying teller counts his cash to see that tho 
amount on hand corresponds with the 
amount called for by the books. He puts 
his cash balance in the vault and quits work 
until next morning. 
From the time ho 


leaves the bank until the hour for him to 
reappear no one of the officers of tho bank 
knows where he is. He may, in fact, stay 
away a couple of days on the plea of illness, 
and if, as is usually the cose, he bos thecon- 
fldence of his superiors, bis absence arouses 
no suspicions.

Express trains leave for Montreal at 7 and 


11:15 every evening. A paying teljer can 
put a million dollars in greenbacks in bis 
pockets, walk out of his bonk when the busi- 
ness of the day is over, and be in Montreal 
before he or the money & missed. 


Paying tellers are considered well paid 


when they geta salary of t3,GOO a year. They 
know that their chance of becoming cashier 
or president is Very slim, and that the prob- 
abilities ai-e they will gu to the grave paying 
tellers, or else be bounced because of old age, 
or because a change In the officers or board 
of directors has brought into power some 
fich and influential man with a poor rela- 
tive whom he wants to support without cost 
to himself. 


Consider for a moment the terrible tempta- 


tions some of these tellers suffer. They see 
men making money by methods which arc 
neither exactly dishonest nor exactly fair 
and that nobody interferes with them. They 
also see and feel enough money day after day 
to nuke, them so independent of work that 
they could live on the fat of the land while 
life lasts and not turn a hand.—New Vork 
Cor.

Biting tha Flnzcr Nails. 


A novel accident, resulting f'lm a habit 


of very common prevalence among nervous 
people, was brought to my notice recently.

ceps it was easily removed, and on examina- 
tion proved to be a piece of finger nail, which 
had become covered by a cheesy deposit. A 
broken piece of the noil was also removed 
from under the mucous membrane at tho 
same spot by a sharp pointed probe. The pa- 
tient then confessed to the habit of biting her 
finger nails, and, moreover, could remember 
that a day or two previous to the onset of 
her throat trouble a piece of nail which she 
had bitten off had become lost in her month, 
but after it had caused a fit of coughing she 
had forgotten about it until reminded by my

Tlie Water Iloute to Siberia. 


While Mr. Sibtriklakoff, the wealtny Rus- 


sian merchant, was sinking thousands of 
dollars every year in the vain effort to prove 
that steamers could make the passage from 
western Europe through the Kara sea'to the 
Yenisei river, a rugged British sea captain 
named Wiggins kept asserting that the route 
was perfectly feasible, and that 'the Russian 
failed because his ships were inadequate to 
the task, and consequently got fast in the 
ice. On bis own account Capt. Wiggins bos 
mode three successful voyages to the Yenisei, 
and with a capitalist named Sullivan ho has 
now embarked in the Siberian trade by the 
sea route. They left England threa weeks 
ago in the well freighted steamer Labrador, 
which they expect will be met at the mouth 
of the Yenisei by their steamer Phoenix from 
Yeniseisk 3,000 miles «p the river, with n 
cargo from tho far Interior of Siberia. The 


isels will exchange cargoes, and the 


voyagers will then push into the Kara sea 
again. They hope to make the round trip in 
a little over two months. 


The profits of the voyage, if successful, 


will be enormous; Tho ample productions 
of southern Siberia, of which Mr. Kennan 
has nfcently given a virid description, are 
as yet almost inaccessible, except for homo 
consumption. It results from tho almost 
utter lack of communications that home 
produce in Siberia Is very cheap, wbilo for- 
eign goods of all sorts are very dear. The 
cost of freight from Moscow to Irkutsk is now 
$80 a ton. Capt Wiggins says he can moke 
a handsome profit by laying down goods on 
the Yenisei from England at |16 a ton. Ho 
says he can buy on the Yenisei a first ^lass

the labor made idle In those lines must 
turn to other means of employment and 
thus by competition compel a lower rate 
of wages to those already employed 
therein. 


The power of a worklngman to consume 


depends upon what he receives for his 
labor. Unemployed, his power to con- 
sume, except in charity or in theft, ceases. 
I prefer that America should be a land of 
workers rather than a land of thieves and 
paupeis. 


What is true of the individual is equally 
true of tho nation. 


The primary elements of 
national 


wealth and national prosperity are pro- 
duction, distribution and consumption. 
Whatever affects the power of labor to 
consume affects the entire interests of the 
nation. Whatever lowers the wages of 
labor a fleets its power to consume. An 
"average reduction" of 7 per cent, on the 
cost of goods Imported will not compen- 
sate American labor for the loss of 100 
per cent, in wages In the lines affected, 
and of 10 to 50 per cent, hi wages In the 
lines of employment by the substitution 
of the free trade for the protective sys- 
tem. I hold it to be far wiser statesman- 
ship tp build up and retain our home 
market by a system that protects Ameri- 
can labor than to command a market in 
foreign lands secured by the wholesale 
degradation and pauperization of our own 
people. 


Every dollar's worth of labor imported 


U by so much a reduction of home labor- 
er's wages. This axiom is not offset by 
the declaration that there are more goods 
In the imported dollar's worth. The po- 
sition of the protectionist 
is rather 


strengthened by snch a specions presenta- 
tion of 1 he matter, because the question 
Is then instantly forced upon every intel- 
ligent man. How can American labor earn 
dollars If the Industry In which he Is ex- 
perienced is transferred to foreign lands? 


The theory of protection advocated by 


the Republican party is the same as th» 
underlying .principle upon which all labor 
organizations are founded. A friend t* 
organized labor thajt believes In organisa- 
tion as n means to enhance and maintain 
wages cimnot consistently oppose a party 
that applies to all labor the same principle 
of protiiction from unfair competition 
thai tho Individual trade organization

Tho whole place is as redolent of tho odors 


of kerosene as a town in the oil districts of 
western Pennsy] vania. They penetrate with 
equal impartiality hotels, private residences 
and pn jltc parks and gardens. Though the 
soil of tbe entire region is impregnated with 
naphtha and coal oil, and tho sea is often 
covered with a thick costing, the wells are 
atfiomo littlo distance from the city. Tho 
refineries only are adjacent to the port. They 
occupy tho middle of the city area, and tbe 
reservoirs of naphtha render by their smells 
the passage of the traveler from the steamer 
or the railroad station to his hotel almost in- 
tolerable. Water is not yet abundant, and 
is delivered by Tartar carriers. For "water- 
ing" the streets tho residuum of naphtha is 
used, which, tolerably firm in cool weather, 
yields easily to tho trend in rammer, the foot 
sinking into it as if it were mud of a certain 
consistency. It costs only ono-eighth of a 
cent n pound. Tho sidewalks arc paved with 
a sort of bituminous concrete equally sensi- 
ble to tho sun's rays. This oil residuum is 
also employed for heating steamer and loco- 
motive boilers. It is cheap and easily trans- 
ported, and ita use is likely to extend from 
the Transcaspian railroad and Caspian steam- 
ers into other ports' of Russia u hero coal is 
deal- aud wood not plentiful. 


Tho port is at the landward end of the lit- 


tle peninsula of Apcheron, whers it joins the 
mam coast on tho southern side. The center 
of volcanic activity is to tho east or north- 
east of Baku on this peninsula, and but a few 
miles distant, and is charactot ized by little 
craters of mud in a constant state of ebulli- 
tion. 
This surface changes constantlyJts 


form and level, and from its crevices issue 
currents of gas which the application of a 
lighted match may kindle mto a general 
conflagration. This plain, seen on a quiet 
night from the Virgin's Tower, seems cov- 
eredjWith phosphorescent flames. In 1885 
one of these mud volcanoes bunt, sending up 
to a height of 800 feet a }«t of gas that took 
flre and menaced tho whole country with 
ruin.

In 
this Instance the fortunate bride was the 
French maid of one of tho best known 
women in society hi New York. The son, be 
it (aid to his credit, although he is a de- 
cidedly sappy young fellow, professes an 
honest Affection for his wife, and has posi- 
tively refused to allow bis family to cast her 
off. 
Between the fear of public scandal and 


the acceptance of a daughter-in-law of such 
humble station the family have not hesitated. 
They have accepted the situation with tho 
understanding that the son and his bride 
shall travel about the world for a year or 
two, unl il the odor of her inferior condition 
has blown away, when they may receive her 
on sufferance. 


As a i ule these marriages do not end so 


happily. The bride is generally bought off 
or forced into accepting a separation and 
divorce. Indeed, there was quite a row 
early last winter, occasioned by the refusal 
of a well known and opulent family of 
Knickerbocker antecedents to pay a servant 
girl, whom their ion bad married, the 
amount promised her in consideration of her 
permitting him to be divorced.

A Boy with Two Hearts. 


The pattet was again aMMfeettzed. An 


Incision was made in the neck over the 
tumor. The cartilaginous cyst was corru- 
gated slightly and resisted the knife strongly.

The venous and arterial systems 
were perf «ctly developed, though on a small 
scale, and as far as could be judged extended 
through the entire body independent entirely 
of the heart In the chest Dr. Wyeth did not 
cut any further, though be would certainly 
liked to have wen what effect the removal of 
tno aoruiai-y heart would have had on the 
patient 
A photograph was taken of the 


hurt with a deteotive camera before closing 
the wound. 


In examining the cartilage it was discov- 


ered that the irregular formations of its sur- 
face was due to the existence of small ribs 
which nature had thrown around the heart 
tor projection. The wound was sewed with 
(Uk.and l»yond a slight inflammation has 
not given any trouble. The (welling in tie

To 
sink one 1,000 feet costs 815,000 and a year's 
time, and it has as yet yielded nothing. 
Singular difficulty is experienced from the 
gas wffieh so permeates the sand tbat the hole 
ia often flllcd as fast as bored, and tho sand 
even forced far up into the tubing olread/ In 
placo. The work has goae on for twenty 
years, and aa no record has been kept show- 
ing thickness of strata, wells are still sunk at 
hazard without reference to locality. 


At Baku the oil does not seem to exist in 


level sheets. Tho wells sunk give different 
results. Borne prove abundant; others are at 
once exhausted. Of four continuous wells, 
tho first gave out at SCO feet, the second at 
CdO, the third at 283 and tha fourth at a50,. 
Land purchased at $10 tho eagene (about 175 
square feet), next a profitable well, produces 
nothing. On the other hand it often hap- 
pens that, as ta the case of artesian wells in 
America, a new well sunk by the side of a 
valuable old one takes the supply and renders 
it worthless—at least withoutfurther boring. 
Tho deposits seem to bo in small pockets, en- 
abling a well to be fed by two of them at dif- 
ferent depths at the same tune. It bos been 
proved that there are subterranean commu- 
nications, for it often happens that the oil of 
several wells may be colored by coloring mat- 
ter thrown Into one of them at the surface. 
Flowing wells are rare. Pumps are usually 
necessary. When a spurt of oil is coming 
the workmen are made aware of it by the 
noise that precedes. They at once take flight, 
and not a moment too soon, for the force of 
the stream is sometimes sufficient to throw 
the structure and machinery at the top hun- 
dreds of feet into the air. Tho pockets are 
supposed to contain at tho bottom a stratum 
of water, at the top gas, with the crude pe- 
troleum between them. When the well strikes 
the oil, the gas suddenly expands, forcing it 
Up to the opening with violence. Sometimes 
there Is an eruption of sand sufficient to bury 
tho works about the mouth of the well One 
eruption filled all the canals near'by contain- 
ing petroleum, created great lakes, and 
finally, finding no more receptacles, formed a 
channel to the Caspian and so carried off its 
surplus, gome of these flowing wells have 
not only been of no advantage to their pro- 
prietors, but have ruined them by having to 
pay for the damage caused to their neigh- 
bors. 
Ono of them produced ICJOOO.OOO 


pounds a day, and its product was so care- 
fully preserved that the daily profit from it 
was (60,000. A flowing well does not usually 
last more than two. months. It then becomes 
a pumping well and the oii is extracted aa 
in America. 


The eruption of 1887 is the most remarka- 
ble on record. The oil mixed with sand was 
thrown to the height of ovar 400 feet, and 
aa expanded by the wind and illuminated by 
the sun, resembled a golden geyser. 
Tbe 
buildings were buried -unde&a mountain of 
sand and earth. Btreams of oil flowed In 
every direction. An army of workmen la- 
bored under a tempest of oil to check the 
flow. Iron rails laid across the opening were 
completely worn outbyfca fafctem of the 
jet of sand and oil, a*d It wa) only flrL&y 
stopped by shoving over the onfle* an Im- 
mense framework make ot thick oak planks 
and railroad iron. The oills conveyed from 
the wells to the refineries at Baku by iron 
pipes as In America. These were introduced 
about thirteen yean ago.—Ban Francisco 
Chronicle.

On the morning of July 9 we 15ft Douglas

H.ik, Capt. Jim (both wall u>c. favorably 
kcown in Alaskan waters), 101 a pnxtMctlag 
tr.p in Lynn canal As th3 d y va» fine and 
the wind fair, the sail thron h Jastineanx, 
Stephens' passage and Lynn cctial was de- 
lightful, os each ono is dotted with little 
islands, risirg fronl the wat;rs edge to a 
height of a thousand feet or n on, whilst the 
mountains on tho main land are thousands of 
ff»t high, with ragged peais ret unlike the 
tooth of an old fashioned cro~s cut saw, tbo 
spaces between the peaks be ing filled with 
Slociers and the peaks thcmsel res are covered 
with perpetual snow. As I am a chee-chaco 
in the country (that's what my chums call 
me), 
everything appeared wild and pictur- 


esque, and as I burst out in exclamations of 
admiration every once in a while at the 
scenery, they would say, "Oh, shucks I that 
ain't nothing; you had ought to see tbe 
scenery on the Yukon." 


The first mght we camped on a creek about 


thirty miles from Juneau. wliere our native 
told us there was some quartz. We stayed 
and examined it, but did not think enough of 
it to locate it. The next day we arrived at 
our native's illahee (as he called it), situated 
at Lynn Canal, and distant about forty 
miles from Juneau. It is a beautiful bay, 
filled with mitny islands and teeming with 
fish, from the mighty whale tothetiay her- 
ring, while the woods and mountains are full 
of game—the small and harmless ground hog 
and the largo and fierce brown boar. 


The Indian who accompanied us is a fine 


specimen of his race, as ho stands over six 
feet in his bare feet, and weighs over 208 
pounds. He is a Mormon in proclivities, for 
he has a number of wives, who appear well 
satisfied with him as their lord and master, 
and I could see no sign of the green eyed 
monster. He is a bear hunter by occupation, 
an enthusiast in that line, and many were 
..he stories and hair breadth escapes he re- 
lated. I can well behove he is a good hunter, 
as bis larder is well stocked with-fish, flesh 
and fowl; his wives we-e brown, fat and 
greasy; his dogs, of which ha had seven, 
were all in calendid condition, and that is 
more than can be said of most Indian dogs. 
He told us tbe peculiarities of each, and 
showed us tho many wounds they bad' re- 
ceived in the encounters with bruin. Ho 
also showed us the hole where he burled the 
bears* heads, and there must have been 
twenty skulls in it. I inquired of him why 
he did so, and he told me, "Bear all same In- 
dian ; by and by he go to the happy roeting 
ground." 


As a host h» is a prince, and right royally 


he treat us to all kmds of game put up la 
Indian style. We had smoked porcupine put 
up in teal oil, and one of our crowd who pre- 
tends to bo an epicure said it was delicious: 
there were seal's flippers cooked fn grease, 
which were not dissimilar to pig's feet; 
baked ground bog stuffed with mussels, 
which gave the hog a fishy taste and im- 
proved the flavor of the mussels. His bear's 
head cheese was aotnaUy immense, and there 
*s» foany taore «i*as t|o mttoerons to 
Mention. £• stowed many kinds of roots 
and herbs good for food and modicino. He 
also showed his canned haiibut, hooks and all 
of his dancing outfit His headgear and 
mask cost him (50; It was wild and uncouth, 
and was carved out of yellow cedar. It had 
a large nose like a parrot's beak, eyes made 
cf mother of pearl, a mouth which contained 
the teeth' of the only am ash doctor on Noah's 
ark, ears made from the hide of the Ichthyo- 
saurus, hair aade from the sea lion's whis- 
kers. His hunting knife had some unique 
carving on the handle that represented some 
Indian myth the bears were afraid of. As a 
prospector, like many more following that 
vocation, I do not consider him a success, as 
we examined many places that he showed us, 
but could see nothing except white and bar- 
ren quartz. 


He had other places ho wanted to show us, 


and we would have gone with him, but one 
of the party had an acute attaclc-of Inflam- 
matory i heumatlsrn. The native told us tbe 
extent of his territory, and said he expected 
white men prospecting on his domain to pay 
him $3.50 per day for bis knowledge and 
services. "

WAGES STEADILY INCREASING. 


Tbe Bwnlt of Thirty Yean of Protection. 


A Borne Market. 


In illustration of the advances made in 


this country under a protective tariff we 
said on Saturday that the gross value of 
manufactures increased, from 1850 to 
1880, 800 per cent, while population in- 
creased only 116 per cent and the farm 
acreage 78 per cent. Thje figures were too 
small; the net value of the products of 
manufacture increased over 800 per cent., 
the eroes value showing a gain of 427 per 
cent. 
But as tbe value increased — al- 


though the prices of products have low- 
ered — the wages of tbe workers have gone 
up. Although the prices of manufactured 
articles are lower, so that you can buy a 
handsaw or a set of dishes much cheaper 
than you could thirty years ago, wages 
have gone up In the meantime, because 
tho tariff has enabled ng to make so many 
articles, having command of n large homo 
market, that the returns have been large. 


In the thirtv years between 1850 and 


1880 we find tnat the amount of wages 
paid has gone up over 800 per cent., while 
the number of hands employed has in- 
creased only 185 per cent. This means 
that the average wages are nearly 50 per 
cent, higher now than they were thirty 
years ago. This Increase, remember-, has 
been right in the face of nome of the 
most discouraging conditions possible. 
During those years we have had tha 
greatest immigration known in the world's 
history. Such an influx of labor, by it- 
self, would undoubtedly tend to lower 
wages. The amount of work to be done 
remaining the same, and the prices ob- 
tained for tho product of the work not 
rising-, an increase in the number of 
workers is bound 
to 
bring 
down 


the share of each. But 
a 
protec- 


tive tariff has made it possible that the 
amount of work should be increased more 
rapidly than the 
number of 
work- 


ers, even while the prices obtained for the 
product were falling; and so the share of 
each worker has been decidedly increased, 
instead of being diminished, as it must 
have been under any tariff that did not en- 
courage the starting of new Industries 
and the continuance of those already 
started. 
In 1850 about one million 


factory laborers earned nearly $287,- 
000,000— about $240 
apiece. 
In 1880 


there were not quite two and three-quar- 
ter millions of laborers in manufactures, 


000,000, or about $350 a piece. This re- 
markable fact of the wages and the out- 
put increasing together, while the prices 
of the products of the factories were de- 
creasing, it is worth thinking about. 
Without a tariff, and o pretty high tariff, 
new Industrie's certainly could not havo 
started; and without tho securing of the 
home market by a continuance of that ta- 
riff, certainly our manufacturers could 
not have afforded to raise the wages of 
their employes instead of lowering them 
to the European standard.— New York 
Mall and Express.
